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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Changes to the language of the claims to avoid any indefinite 
language were discussed. Agreement was reached that changing the phrase "..different In a material way..." to 
"...materially different..." in the clams where found would obviate any indefiniteness issue. Support for this amended 
claim language was agreed to be found in the Specification on page 5 lines 12-17 where the parameters of a "material 
difference" are discussed. Additional changes were agreed upon to remove from the Specification any references to 
the claims by number.
